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The Wheat-interest—fts Extent and 

Demands, 

No. 2. 

The fallacy of the Protectionists in reason- 
ing from the period of stringent restrictions to 
a period of comparatively free trade, making 
the facts of the former the ground work of eal- 
culations with regard to the latter, is strikingly 
illustrated by the following fact. 
Inthe year 1843, the American Hoine Indus- 
try Convention issued a report, designed to 
show the fatility of all hopes of a profitable 
foreign marset tor American produce. Statis- 
ties were given, 18 abundantly and confidently 
as those relating to wheat, now displayed by 
the Protectionists, and they proved that while 
our agricultural products had been increasing 
annaally, the exportation of them had been 
steadily falling off. In fifty years, the report 
said, the exportation of B ef had diminished 
“nearly one-half and that of Pork avout one- 
fourth.” This was deemed demonstratire, and 
the American Agriculturist exclaimed— 
“Surely our grain-growing and meat-produc- 
ing States must sec great encouragement fur 
the future in the iacreasing demand from 
abroad for Northern and Western staples. It 
is quite unreasonable, so deem the abstraction- 
ists and politicians, that the former should 
think ‘of seeing an outlet for their products 
among their own manufacturers, who are’ will- 
ing totake them in exchange for whatever 
they produce themselves, which we have found 
after 50 years’ experience Europe will not do.” 
The real cause why our exports had not in- 
creased was not fairly stated, but it was left to 
be inferred that our own home-markct was 
growing with suflicient rapidity to consume all 
the surplus of consumers. Justice to our agri- 
culturists required an exhibit of their ability 
to produce far more than they could finda mar 
ket for, and a denunciation of the impolicy 
and iniquity of the restrictive policy of the 
Old World in limiting their market; but this 
would not have suited the narrow views of the 
Home Market men. 
Just before this manifesto of the Home In- 
dustry Association, the British Government 
had mocified its tariff on Provisions, but time 
had not been afforded for embodying the re- 
sults of the change in an official form. Mean- 
time, all the Protectionist prints ridiculed the 
supposition that the West was to be benefitted 
by the change. ‘The farme: and stock-raiscr, 
it was predicted, weuld scarcely feel it. Hap- 
pily we have now the official documents before 
us, und what dothey show? During fifty years, 
closing with 1840, it was true, as the Protec- 
tionists said, that there was rather a decre.sc 
than an increase in the exportation of Agricul- 
tural products, but to show that this was entire- 
ly owing to the heavy restrictions on the for- 
eign market, and that a more liberal foreign 


whelming tide of immigration, the very im- 
perfect development of the wheat-growing re- 
gion, and the scantiness of our means of inter- 
nal communication, we have been able for 
many years to average annually from five to 
seven millions of dollars in our wheat and flour 
exports, is proof conclusive of the all-sufficient 
energies of the People and the capacities of the 
soil. 

Contemplate for a moment the extent of the 
wheat regions of this country. Bat, first we 
would remark, it is nota digh price for grain 
that is so much needed—the one thing needful 
is, a demandat reasonable rates, so great as con- 
tinually to stimulate production, If the far- 
mer can sel! all he ean raise, at fifty cents a 
bushel, he can pay himself for his labor. But 
if, when wheat is filty cents a bushel he ean 
sell searcely more than half his crop, he is dis- 
tressed, not by the lowness of the price, but 
the redundant production. What he wants is, 
a steady, and a steadily increasing markct. 
The States anderritorics of thiv Union that 
can yield a surplagof wheat for export, cannot 
comprise less tham eight hundred thousand 
square miles; with @ soil of unsurpassed fertil- 
ity, ranging through climates highly propi- 
tious to abundant production. “lo form some 
idea of the productiveness of this vast extent 
of wheat-growing country, let us mention a 
few facts. 

There is scarcely any section of the United 
States that will not produce wheat. Our coun- 
try is more or less settled to an extent of from 
ten totwelve hundred thousand square miles. 
The proportion engaged in Agriculture in 1840, 
amounted to 3,719,951. But, the quantity of 
wheat raised that year in the United States was 
searcely greater than that produced in Great 
Britain, with an agricultural population of 1,- 
215,264, cnltivating at the most, an extent 
of 116,000 square miles. That is, the settled 
parts of the United States, with an agricultu- 
ral population three times greater than that of 
Britain, and an extent of surface ten times lar- 
ger, raised just wbout the same quantity of 
wheat! 

We put these facts together, to show how 
incalculable must be the wheat product under 
sufficient stimulus and proper modes of culture.

. The War-Panic, 

It is amusing to watch the groundless fluc. 
tuations of sentiment at Washington and in 
the Eastern cities in regard tothe Oregon ques- 
tion, Te-day, it is ascertained that the pros 
pect for peace is induabitable. In less than 
twenty-four hours an uncertain haze thiekens 
the atmosphere, so that every body is in douht. 
Now, Mr. Polk is in sceret concert with Messrs. 
Calhoun, and Colquitt and Haywood, and they 
are ull reposing quietly upon the 49th parallel 
of latitude, Then, like Moses, his arms are 
heid aloft by Allen and Cass, the ‘Aaron and 
Har of his councils, and the battle waxes hot 
for 54 degrees and 40 minutes. Pecently, the 
speeches of Mr. Haywood fell like oil upon the 
tronbled waves of public feeling, and all be- 
came still as moonlight. But, suddenly the 
sounds of war broke upon the sleeping Con- 
gress, for by some kind of Iegerdemain it 
Was ascertained that war-estimates of the most 
fearfal magnitude, hud been communicated to 
the Committees in Congress. The President is 
asked whether there be any circumstances in 
our foreign relations which warrant an increase 
of the naval and military forees. He answers 
by referring to his message of Jast December, 
and announces that estimates have already been 
transmitted by the Heads of Department to 
the appropriate Committees. What is there in 
all this to change the face of affairs? Nothing! 
The Senate and the country know precisely as 
much as they did befure—and not one jot or 
tittle more. Why then the terrible war-panic 
and the fall of stocks in New York? And 
what of these estimates? The Committees 
asked the heads of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, What increase was wanted in the na vy 
andarmy. The Secretaries, according to cus- 
tom, replied, making the estimates most mag: 
nificent. Why not? Are they not the special 
providers for the Army and Navy? Ought they 
not to magnify their calling? What if the es- 
timates do involve an expenditure of fifty mil- 
lions of dollars, did not Mr. Poinsett’s plan 
contemplatean army of two hundred thousands? 
It is the business of these warlike gentlemen, 
to dilate considerably. It is the business of 
Congress, not to play the fool. So Mr. Benton 
seems to think—for the wonderful estimate of 
Secretary Marcy, published in the National 
Intelligencer, and brought ont by resolution of

The causes which have 
petuated the ignorance which so generally pre- 
vails on this most important subject are so nu- 
merous,and so little creditable to the philosophy 
of the nineteenth gentury, which, coward-like, 
has quailed before their pirate threats, that we 
gladly waive all replication of them in this 
article. 

The prosperity of nations hang upon the 
combinations and oppositions of two primal 
classes of causes, natural and moral. By natu- 
ral causes Wwe mean territory, climate, soil, 
productions, and commercial advantages. By 
moral, the industrial hzbits, governmental and 
educational institutions and social relations of 
the people, If our proposition that upon the 
combinations, &c. of these hangs national 
prosperity, then it follows that wherever these 
are united in theit most forms the highcst de- 
gree of prosperity is to be found, and wherever 
they are absent the presence of adversity is 
manifest. In these, nature seems, as by design, 
to have established a standard of measurement 
by which man can, with mathematical ecerti- 
tude, determine the results of the institutions, 
which control and modify his enjoyments and 
happiness, And henee, he has the right to ex- 
pect the same degree of prosperity, comfort and 
happiness in all countries possessed of like 
natural advantages; and hence if he is disap- 
pointed in this most just and reasonable expec- 
tation he has the right to conclude that some 
one or all of the moral causes which are indis- 
pensable to prosperity, are wanted. Now we 
shall try to show, by a fair and just compari 
son of tue nataral advantages of the slave and 
free regions, into which our country, most un- 
fortunately for her Honor and welfare is divided, 
what their relative prosperity ought to be, and 
hereafter, -perhaps we may show what their 
relative prosperity is; but at present we shall

of late for som@spccial purpose, as it has no 
just foundation. Dr. Ececher, &c.” Yt in the 
next sentence he informs us that they have no 
attempted to prove their opinions, “except by 
general reference to the New Testament.” Now 
we should have been pleased if he had let us 
know precisely what the opinions of great men 
are worth, indetermining questions of faith and 
morals in the Presbyterian Church, if they are 
unwilling or unable toyive us the proof. We have 
a high regard for Dr. Beecher. And we knew that 
Dr. Chaliners wasa great man, long before we 
saw Simeon’s certificate of his good standing as 
to “piety, learning and candor.” But with ail 
due deference, if we find their opinions oppos- 
ed to the Scriptures, we shall say they are 
wrong, and that they ought to repent of their 
error, And we cannot see how the consequence 
can be so very terrible. We know Dr. Beecher 
to be a merciiu! man; and Dr. Chalmers is too 
busy contending with d-spotsin Scotland, to 
find time to chastise a poor mortal for denying 
that despotisin is founded on the word of God. 
But let ushear the argument. He says: “1. Our 
first and chief appeal must be to the word of 
God itself?” 
Now we had always thought that there could 
be no cther appeal, in deciding what the Apos- 
tles have said about slaveholders, or any body 
else, But we were mistaken. He hag another 
head, under which he gives us the opinion of 
“those eminent men,” Neander and Dr, Chal- 
mers. What a great deal of trouble it would 
have saved some divines, if the New Testament 
had only been written by eminent men! We 
were aware that Old Mother has a favorite dog- 
ma that the scriptures are an insufficient rule; 
that there are important doctrines handed down 
by tradition, which are always to be found in 
the keeping of learned divines; and that these 
are as important as the written word, and some- 
times more sv. We were not aware, however, 
that our Church had adopted it. But if the de- 
fence of slaveholding continues, we may expect 
great improvement in our theology. 
Under.the first head—the appeal to the word 
of God, itself, he says—For the sake of brevi- 
ty, we will waive all discussion of those passa- 
ges where kurios is used for muster, and doulos 
for servant, because there isa difference of 
opinion respecting the exact meaning of ‘these 
terms.” This would seem to bea hint that we 
will save both time and patience by being con- 
vinced as soon us possible; or else it was in- 
tended to help our faith, if the proofs adduced 
should not be satisfactory. In that case we have 
only to recollect that he has plenty more in. re- 
serve if he had time to let us hear them. And 
then, no doubt, the scripture proof will be the 
opinion of those eminent men at Princeton, one 
of whom has already told the world in his com- 
mentary, that the servants of God means the 
slaves of God, What a great loss a Church will 
sometimes suffer, by the minister being pressed 
for want of time. In our own boyhood we 
knew a clergyman, not remarkable for diligent 
preparation for the Sabbath, who frequently had 
scarcely time to enumerate the many points 
which he was going to proveand illustrate to 
our entire satisfaction, before it was necessary 
to close with “But, brethren, time and strength 
would fail us.”*> We think, sometimes, of an 
dvice which Dr. Mason once gave to one of his 
students—“Always when your bag is empty, 
just say so; for depend upon it, if you don’t, 
ou will inect with fellows saucy enough to 
ick it up and shake it.” 
We cannot even guess by what process he 
could prove that doulos always means §slave, 
and kurios slaveholder. But we canclearly see 
that if he succeeded, it would prove, not that 
slavery is allowable, but that nothing else 
ught tobe tolerated, not that slavery ought 
to be in the Church militant only, but that 
nothing else can bein the Church triumphant. 
Let us look at it. 
If doulos necessarily means a slave, then all 
the servants recognized in the Scriptures as 
members of the Church were slaves. Of course 
there is no precedent in holy writ for admitting 
that class of servants who labor voluntarily, 
and for wages. If they want to join the Church

Surely, when 
the prisoner has more than borne the penalty 
of the law, no interest of Maryland can softer, 
no authority of Maryland can be impaired, and 
no honor of Maryland can be tarnished by be- 
stowing the small, but to nim and them, pre- 
cious boon of dying in the bosom of his family.

prevented a decided surplus of grain. The 
vast amount of preliminary labor necessary to 
fell the forests and clear the lands have had a 
similar tendeney; while the want of roads lead- 
ing to convenient markets has naturally re- 
tarded production. 

But, these causes have not acted so powerful- 
ly as the limited demand for grain. Why mul- 
tiply wheat fields if the golden harvest must 
rot on the ground?) Why produce a thousand 
bushels, if a market can be found for but half 
‘the quantity? This year a large amount of 
seed is putin, and the result is over-produc- 
tion which is followed by a melancholy fall of 
prices, The next season may be one of searei- 
ty, the farmer having been as niggardly, as be- 
fore he was profuse. 

The sliding seale of England has generally 
operated as an effectual prohibition on our 
grain; while in seasons of scarcity it has 
worked into the hands of the Baltic wheat- 
growers. ‘Their position enables them to throw 
their grain jnto the English market on the first 
intimation of a fall in the commercial ther- 
mometer; but our greater distance renders all 
attempts to supply that market under so fluc- 
tuating a policy hazardous in the extreme.— 
“Under the present system,” says McCulloch, 
“it is not possible to foretell, with any thing 
approaching to accuracy, what muy be the 
range of prices during any future period how- 
ever near; so that the trade of a farmer, which 
is naturally one of the most stable, has been 
rendered almost a species of gambling. But 
were the ports always open under the plan pre- 
viously suggested (a moderate duty accompani- 
ed by an equal drawback) every one would be 
aware that variations in price would be confin- 
ed within comparatively narrow limits.” Such 
a plan, we may add, though not so favorable as 
the absence of all duties, would still to a great 
extent, relieve the American corn-trade with 
England from that peculiar inequality to which 
it is subjected by the sliding scale. 

If we turn to other countries, we find all 
those that afford markets for wheat, imposing 
heavy burthens upon our commerce. In Cuba, 
the large proportion of American exports to 
which consists of Western products, the aver- 
age duty on the value of all our exports is, 67 
percent. Brazil which also receives a large 
quantity of our produce, imposes duties to the 
amount of 30,40 and 48 per cent. Hayti, an- 
other market for the products of free labor, 
burthens our commerce with heavy discrimina- 
ting duties, tonnage duties and vexatious port 
charges. 

And yet, in view of all these circumstances, 
the Protectionists point to the stationary export 
of American wheat, as an evidence of our ina- 
bility to supply foreign markets, and of the en- 
tire adequacy of the Home Market: when, in 
truth, the fact that, notwithstanding the over-

temperature or climate is regulated by distance 
cect or south, and not by distance east or 
west.

The former are “gentlemen,” the lat- 
ter, “poor folks,”-“‘mean whites” and “mean ffolks,” 
these latter terms are local, that is, in some States the 
non-slaveholders are called “mean whites,” in others 
“poor folks.” &c., while in ali this distinction of caste 
isasstrongly and inexorably marked as the Brabmins 
and Sonders are. With the single exception of the State 
of Maryland, ihe avenues to intelligence in private life 
and usefulness in the State are closed against the poor 
folks.” Even the slaves are taught to look upon them 
with contempt. The result of this treatment, of this 
depressing and degrading sage is seen in the servility, 
crawling meanness, squalid appearance, filthy wretch- 
edness and brassy ignorance of the “poor folks.”

The Wheat interest—Its Extent and 
Demands, 
No 4. 

The eight handred thousand square miles 
of wheat-growing region which can raise a 
surplus for exportation, is inhabited by an ag- 
ricultural population of more than two mil- 
lions of people. Is it too much to say that 
these people, twice as many as those engaged 
in agriculture in Great Britain, could produce 
€hree times as much wheat, from a surface six 
times as extensive as that of Britain? 

It is evident from this view, that the first thing 
the wheat-growers of this country need is, a 
market. No demand that can possibly arise 
will exhaust the capacity of supply. 

The next thing is, cheap and rapid convey- 
ance to the necessary markets. Let us illus- 
trate again. 

In the year 1824 the policy of improving the 
harbors of our great Northern chain of inland 


seas was first reduced tosome kind of system. 


Up to that period, there had been little devel- 
opment of the resources of the Lake country, 
and the settlement of it went on slowly. In 
1830 and 1832, the system began to come into 
operation; and see the results.—In 1825, Lake 
Erie was navigated by one smal! steamboat, 
anda few small vessels. The subjoined table 









shows the progressive tonnage from 1830 to 
1839. 
In the year 1830, -  - 3,497 tons. 
“ 1831, - - - 6,582 * 
“ 1832, - - 8,552 «

But, what concerns us specially is the stimu- 
lus given to the wheat culture by the estublish- 
ment‘of great highways of commerce. The 
Erie canal was opened in 1824; the Oswego ca- 
nal, in 1828; the Welland, in 1829. In 1825, 
the harbor improvements were commenced. 
In 1826, the wheat exported from Lake Erie 
amounted to but 14,045 bushels; in 1840, it had 
reached 7,809,908 bushels! And the American 
wheat and flour shipped to the Canadian ports 
were equal to 2,310,000 bushels, of which 1,- 
688,195 faund their way to English ports! In 
1836, Oswego imported from Canada wheat and 
flour equal to 174,309 bushels; in 1840, Oswego 
exported to Canada, 71,705 bushels. 

These are illustrations of the powerful stimu- 
jus that may be given to wheat-growing by 
affording a ready outlet for the product. Im- 
provements in the Lake navigation are con- 
stantly going on. Railways and canals like a 
net work are spreading over the whole West. A 
great trunk, in which the innumerable streams 
of commerce from all sections of the West and 
Northwest will concentrateand emptytheirtrea- 
sures, will ere long stretch from the Mississippi 
to Chicago, thence across the boundary between 
Indiana and Michigan, and, proceeding along 
the southern shore of Lake Erie, finally unite 
with the Eastern railroads, leading to the At- 
lantic Ocean. Then the immense wheat-re- 
gions of the country will be opened. Then the 
farmer will find a convenient depot for his pro- 
ducts at reasonable distances, and freight will 
be so reduced by improved modes of convey- 
ance and vast competition, that for all purposes 
of profitable commerce he will find himself 
placed as it were on the shores of the Atlantic. 

Why then judge of the future by the past? 
Why measure the productivenes of this coun 
try, with its wheat-regions laid open by good 
roads, thronging with enterprising settlers and 
brought in close juxta-position with the sea- 
board, by what it has done when these sec- 
tions were a wilderness, unmarked by railroad 
or canal, when conveyance was difficult, and 
freight exorbitant? 

“Well—grant all this, it may be said—stil] 
the greater portion of the wheat will be con- 
sumed at home. Hence, the great importance 
of the Home Market and the insignificance of 
the Foreign.” ‘The inference is absurd, though 
the statement from which it is drawn is cor- 
rect. Of course, we shall always consume far 
more grain at home than we can export. And 
so we shall wear out more cotton fabrics at 
home than we can ever find a market for 
abroad. But would the New England manu- 
facturers, therefore, be content to lose the for- 
eign market? Say that Ohio shall consume 
four-fifths of all the wheat she may raise, and 
that the sale of the remainder in the foreign 
market should pay the interest on her debt, 
would she deem that a small matter? 

The War-Estimates and Party 
Trickery. 

Mr. Poinsett’s plan for organizing the mili- 
tia of the country was used with great elec- 
tioneering effect against Martin Van Buren.— 
We have grown more belligerent since then, 
and so look upon Secretary Marcy’s recommen- 
dation with very little concern. 

The number of troops in Texas, he says, 
cannot be diminished. It is necessary, we sup- 
pose, that they be on the spot to rescue Ameri- 
can Consuls, when rumor says that they are 
nabbed by the Mexicans. 

He thinks there ought to be more troops on 
our Indian frontier; because, we presume, they 
are capital missionaries among the savages. 

In addition to increasing the rank and file 
of each company to sixty-eight or eighty-four 
privates, he says authority ought to be given 
to the President to accept the services of volun- 
teer companies, squadrons, battalions, regi- 
ments and State troops for a term not exceed- 
ing one year; and he hints that the number 
needed may amount to 50,000 men! A pretty 
good standing army for President Polk! These 
volunteer companies, squadrons, battalions, 
regiments, cost money, we believe. The Louis- 
jana volunteers, who went before they were 
called, require now an appropriation of only 
$100,000! Bat, why should not Uncle Sam be 
leeched, bled and blistered? He isa plethoric 
old gentleman, and has a great tendency to in- 
flammation of the brain. 

On our Northern frontier, where we now 
have but 400 men, the rest being engaged in 
consummating the very peaceful and econom- 
ical business of annexing Texas and taking 
eare of the Camanches, he proposes that we 
shajl have a force ready tooceupy the garrisons, 
equal at least to the British force in Canada, 
which is but 7,000 men! 

He also transmits to tlre Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs, communications from the General 
Commanding the Army,and from the Chief 
Engineer, in regard to filling our fortifications 
with additional munitions of war. What the 
particulars are, we know not—but the expense, 
‘we suppose, will hardly fall short of an addi- 
tional millions of dollars! 

On the whule, a very pleasant prospect lies 
before the People. A Standing Army—War 
expenses trebled—power concentrated in the 
hands of the Executive! O, how Democratic! 
how Christian-like! And now mark how beau- 
tifully this thing has been managed. The 
great measures of the session were to be, the 
whole of Oregon or none, and the reduction of 
the Tariff. True, when it is considered that the 
former measure if pushed was certain to involve 
a war with the greatest power in Christendom: 
there seemed to be little hope for accomplish- 
ing the latter. But, tre claims of sublime 
Principle were to be vindicated. All of Oregon 
was to be taken possession of; immense, incul- 
eulable expenditures were thereby to be ren- 
dered necessary; and at the same time, the sys- 
tem of low duties, thereby reducing the na- 
tional receipts, was to be adopted! 

Well—the Oregon question is introduced in 
the beginning of Congress, and most skillfully 
has it been played with, for more than three 
months, without a decisive vote being taken

we suppose, the purpose of the Executive to 
carry outthe policy of the “+ All-or-none”” men, 
the war-estimates were furnished at a very car- 
ly period, but they, were furnished to Commit- 
tees, which, as if by a common understanding 
kept them lying quietly in their drawers, for 
three months! Had they been revealed, Mr. 
Secretary Walker might have felt it absurd to 
deliver his project for reducing the Tariff to 
the standard demanded by the advocates of 
frec trade. Besides, it would have looked very 
mach like humbug for the orators and the or- 
gan to be prating about the necessity of a free 
trade tariff, in the face of estimates calling for 
more means than the Government has at its 
disposal. 

The estimates slumbered. 
ed the free trade tune, and the onators sang it— 
but, all at once, just when Mr. McKay is about 
reporting the long-expected bill, and every bo- 
dy is on tiptoe to see a disruption in the ranks 
of the Democracy consequent thereupon, Mr. 
Allen and his associates permit a resolution 
to be passed by the Senate calling for the afore- 
mentioned war-estimates. 

Timely maneuvre! The Whigs rejoice, for 
now their mouths are filled with arguments 
against a reduction of the Tariff. And who 
shall say that President Polk does not rejoice too, 
at being saved from the distressing necessity 
of acting out his own free trade principles, and 
thus losing the support of the batch of Tariff- 
Democrats? How can the Free Traders of the 
South, or the West insist upon any great 
changes in our commercial policy, in the face 
of estimates, calling for additional millions of 
expenditures? O, the beauty of politics! 

It is difficult to say which is deeper in the 
mire of duplicity and corruption—the Congress 
or the Executive. Both parties too seem to be 
striving which shall extract the greater advan- 
tage to its own party-schemes from the Oregon 
question. The great game is to “head” cach 
other!

The Kidnapping Case, 
We republish on the third page of the Herald, 
the report of the proceedings of a mecting of 
the citizens of Columbus, in relation to the late 
outrage in that place. Two resolutions were 
adopted, to which we call special attention. 
Resolved, That all officers of justice, and es- 
pecially Justices of the Peace, are earnestly 80- 
licited to be vigilant in preventing a repcti- 
tion of such outrages, and in securing to all in- 
dividuals who claim the protection of our laws, 
am impartial and just vindication of their 
rights. , 
On motion of Rev. Granville Moody, it was 
Resolved, That Justices of the Peace, and all 
others charged with the administration of the 
laws, guard with untiring vigilance every ave- 
nue by which a similar outrage can be perpe- 
trated. 
This is very good advice; but the meeting 
ought to have recognized the fact, that general- 
ly, the Justices of the Peace and Constables in 
Ohio have been in the habit of extending to 
slave-hunters, every facility for the commission 
of such outrages. And it should also have re- 
cognized another fact, that both the old parties 
have been in the habit of setting up and sup- 
porting candidates for the offices of Justice of 
the Peace and Constable, without the most dis- 
tant reference to their conduct in this respect ! 
The best way for people, ifthey wish to put 
a stop to kidnapping is, not to pray our minis- 
terial officers to act like honest men, bit to put 
honest men in office, who will do right, Without 
being compelled to do so by indignation meet- 
ings. 
We know not what may be the practice of 
the constables of this city now,but we do know, 
and tothe perpetual shame of the city be it 
spoken, that they have been in the habit of 
hunting for hire, what are called, fugitive slaves 
—and we also know, that our magistrates have 
been in the habit of extending all legal conve- 
niences to the slave-catchers.

Preparations for the Reduction of the 

Tarifi, 

As it is important. co sce the preparations go- 
ing forward for the reduction of the Tariff, and 
the retrenchment of expenditures, we glean a 
few items of intelligence from the correspon- 
dence of the Baltimore Patriot. 
Estimates of the additions to our naval force, 
deemed expedient by the Heads of the various 
Bureaus, having been laid before the Senate’s 
Committee, Thomas Butler King requested of 
the Secretary of the Navy detailed, estimates 
of expenditures, &c., as data on which the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs in the House might 
frame a bill. ‘The substance of the Secretary’s 
reply is contained in the following extract from 
the letter of the Patriot’s correspondent. 
“The Heads of Bureas specified certain addi- 
tional supplies that would be necessary to the 
fitting out of the vessels in question, and esti- 
mated the aggregate cost of the same at $10,- 
600,000. 
“They stated that the augmentation which 
it was believed the proposed objects impera- 
tively required, would be the addition of three 
sea steamers of the class of the Mississippi; of 


in aid of their sails; tventy-eight coast steam- 
ers of about six hundred tons, with arrange- 
ments for moving along the coast with safety, 
to carry two heavy guns and eight or ten days 
fuel; twelve smaller coast steamers, calealated 
to carry one heavy gun, for the navigation and 
protection of the sounds and which. 
skirt the Southern Atlantic States, and those 
of the States bordering on the Gulf of Mexico; 
that one steamer be provided for the protection 
of Lakes Michigan and Huron; and twelve new 
sloops be fitted with sails only, or with sails 
and steam combined.

“Such, in substance, was the character of the 
recommendations and estimates, furnished the 
committees of Congress by the Secretary of the 
Navy—and which the President says, in his 
message in reply to Mr. Dayton’s resolution, 
met with his sanction.” 

The ordinary estimates for the Navy are 
from seven to nine millions of dollars. It would 
seem then that the President gave his sanction 
to certain plans for augmenting our Navy, which 
would make that ‘arm of defence” cost near 
twenty-five millions of dollars, about equal to 
the whole of the present annual expenditures 
of the Government. The addition recommend- 
ed to the army would scarcely cost less than 
eight millions more, which added to the eight 
millions already annuaily appropriated to this 
“arm of defence,” would make the neat little sum 
of sixteen millions. ‘That is, as a preparation 
for the reduction of the Tariff—a radical change 
in the Commercial Policy of the country—Presi- 
dent Polk gives his sanction to estimates which 
will require some forty millions of dollars to 
be appropriated to the Army and Navy!! What 
a beautiful peace-establishment! What a glo- 
rious scheme of retrenchment! What better 
preparation could be wished by Mr. Walker for 
effectuating his new scheme?

We do not undervalue the importance of a 
Home Market, nor do we cherish any hostility 
to the growth of manufactures, unless when 
forced by the ‘hot-bed processes of Legislation. 
But, the view we have taken of the capacities 
of the wheat-growing region must convince any 
candid mind that no Home Market can suffi- 
ciently stimulate its productive energies,—and 
it is very certain, judging from the character of 
the soil, the sparseness of the population, the 
lack of experience and waht of capital, that 
manufacturing industry in the West and North 
West willnot be ofa growth sufficiently rapid 
to prevent redundant production in Agricul- 
ture. 
Under such circumstances, it is manifestly 
the true policy to seck by every honorable 
means the extension of the markets for Ameri- 
can grain and provisions; for the first result 
will be, augmented production, and the next, 
an accumulation of the capital and population 
necessary to profitable enterprise in manufac- 
tures. How much better this mode of foster- 
ing manufacturing industry, than that which 
proposes, by limiting the agriculturist to a 
Homme Market, to force labor and capital to the 
working of the Loom, in regions where, at pre- 
sent the most profitable instrument is the Plow! 
In regard to the very limited market which 
the New England States must always furnish 
for Western produce, we have found occasion 
once before to present some views toour read- 
ers. The population of New England in the 
year 1800 was 1,233,315, in 1840, 2,236,822. In- 
crease per cent. in this period, 81. ‘The follow- 
ing ts the per cent. increase during cach de 
cennial period, from 1800 to 1840. 
1810. 1820. 1830. 1840.

The fair calculation is that for the next 40 
years the increase will not be more than 79 per 
cent.; for during that period, the settlement of 
the new States, Iowa, Wisconsin, Dacotah, Ne 
braska, &c., will keep up a continual tide of 
emigration from the older States. However 
we will estimate the population of New England 
in 1880, at four millions, which would require 
a rate per cent. increase somewhat higher. 
According to the census of 1840, about 175,000 
were employed in manufactures in that section. 
The proportion for 1880, we may set down at 
four or five hundred thousand, one-eighht or 
one-ninth of its population, whieh is about the 
same proportion the manufacturers have in 
Great Britain, to the whole population. 
From 1800 to 1840 the growth of population 
in the Western Free States, was at the rate of 
5,807 per cent.; from 1820 to 1830, 88 per cent., 
from 1830 to 1840, 1017 per cent. Towa and 
Wisconsin are just opened, Nebraska and De- 
cotah soon will Indiana and Iliinois for 
the next twenty years, and probably Michigan 
also, will maintain the same rate of increase; so 
that until the year 1860, we may calculate on 
the rate of increase for the West during each 
decennial period, at 100 per cent. After that it 
may fall to 80,and in the ten years closing 
with 1880, to 70 per cent.

in a country pre-cminently manufacturing and 
commercial. It is therefore not extravagant 
to assume that in the year 1880, not more than 
one-twentieth of the immense population that 
shall inhabit these Western States and territo- 
ries, will be devoted to manufactures. The 
great bulk of the people will be agricultural. 
Take this fact in connectivn with the genial 
climate, the fertile soil, the. vast area, and the 
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England? 
It may be said that the South will supply a 


vast market. So long as Slavery shall continue, 
it will be a limited and an unsafe one, Slaves 
are not consumers of wheat; in the older slave 
States the white population is at a stand; 
Slavery is always a fueto population. Besides, 
owing to the waste of the system, and to the 
fact that non-producers constitute nearly one- 
half of the population, while at the same time 
they are lieavy consumers, the slave States af- 
ford an unsafe and a fluctuating market. But, 
when the system shall have given place to free 
Labor, the increased demand for breadstuffs 
arising from the multiplying population, and 
the growth of manufactures, will be supplied 
toa large extent by those States themselves, 
some of which already yield a large surplus. 
We have shown the capacity of this country 
to produce a large surplus of wheat; and we 
have demonstrated, it is believed, the inability 
of the Home Market to stimulate sufficiently 
the production. The inference is, that the true 
interest of the American Agricullurist lies, in 
extending the Foreign Market, as well as in 
fostering the Domestic one. 
In our next we shall have something to say 
of the capacities of the Foreign Market. 

The Difference, 
We believe we state nothing but the truth 
when we say that, from the date of the organi- 
zation of the Government of Ohio to the pres- 
ent time, there has not been a single conviction 
in our State for kidnapping. Some year or 
two since, a scoundrel in this place, whoxe 
name we now forget, but who has continued to 
subsist by doing this infamous business and 
other works of kindred character, was arrest- 
éd; the crime was proven upon him, but owing 
to some technicality, he escaped. 
That acts of kidnapping should be of fre- 
quent oceurrence under such an administration 
of our laws, is to be expected. From the feel- 
ing occasioned by the recent outrage in Colum 
bus, a stranger might suppose that it was on- 
precedented, But, he would be greatly mista- 
ken. A good while ago, we took the trouble to 
record the number of cases of a similar charac- 
ter, which had taken place in this State. It 
was startling; if we can lay our hands upon it, 
we will republish it. Meantime we may refer 
to the case of Frank, a free colored man of this 
place, who was given over to the slave-hunters 
by Esquire Doty, and, in consequence of his 
severe suflering in a jail in Mississippi, died 
ere he could return to his family. Beside this, 
we recollect two cases within two or three 
years, in this place, where colored men, whose 
names we do not know, were abducted violent- 
ly, and sent down the river before help could 
reach them. There, too,was the case of Eliza 
Jane Johnson, of Clermont or Brown county, 
who was stolen by some of our neighbors on 
the other side of the river, but, on certain de- 
monstrations being made by the Legislature of 
this State, was at last sent back, 

In the days of Governor Morrow a most out- 
rageous case occurred in one of the interior 
countics of Ohio; a family of colored people 
were kidnapped and carriod into Kentucky.— 
Requisition was made for the kidnappers, but 
the official agent who was sent after them came 
near being mobbed, and had to retreat without 
accomplishing his mission, 

Most of our readers will recollect the Wig- 
glesworth case, a far greater outrage than the 
abduction of Phinney. The father of the fami- 
ly was bound and gagged at midnight, while 
the mother, and her children born in Ohio,were 
hurried off by the kidnappers~taken to Ken- 
tucky, thence to Missouri. And there they 








upon it. To keep up appearances, to evince, 
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are to this day, if we are rightly informed. 


None of these cases occasioned so much ex- 
citement as the reeent one has done. In none, 
we belicve, was any reward offered for the kid. 
nappers. The utiiost indifference was shown 
by the People generally to the gross indignity 
offered to the State,as well as the cruel out- 
rage upon personal rights. 

When the Parkersburg affair took placey in 
which three white citizens were kidnapped, 
the same stolid indifference was at first mani- 
fested, both by the People and the State Gov- 
ernment, We were blamed for the warmth 
with which we expressed ourselves, and the 
pertinacity we showed in “harping upon this 
string”—but, we had the satisfaction of seeing 
a proper feeling at last awakened in the State, 
and proper measures, though somewhat tardi- 
ly, taken by the Executive to vindicate the 
rights of the State and the citizens abducted. 
But, we have. not yet heard that any reward 
has been offered for the vile offenders engaged 
in that nefarious transaction. 

We congratulate our readers therefore on the 
very different spirit manifested in the last case 
of slaveholding aggression, from that which has 
been common in former cases of the kind.— 
Now, the public press is quick to express its 
indignation. The citizens are prompt to give 
a united expression of their decp resentment 
against the outrage. The Governor is on the 
alert. By this time, we presume, he has offer- 
eda reward for the apprehension of Armitage 
and Forbes. And some of the kidnappers are 
in jail. 

So far, so good. But, let the Past put us on 
our guard. When has a kidnapper been com- 
mitted and sent to the penitentiary in Ohio?— 
Never! Now, let public feeling die away in 
regard to this last transaction, and the demand 
of Justice will be evaded. It is absolutely ne- 
cessary, if we would prevent the recurrence of 
these disgraceful assaults upon personal liberty, 
to make an example of the offenders now in 
custody, and never to relax effort to bring 
the criminals yet at large, to condign punish- 
ment. Ohio will not be respected, nor will she 
deserve respect, till she thus assert the majesty 
of her Laws, and show to the world that the 
most obscure and helpless within her limits, 
are safe under her overshaduwing Sovereignty. 


The Duty of the Press, 

A newspaper ought to be sm conducted as to 
subserve some higher purpose, than that of re- 
porting the news, or ministering to the amuse- 
ment of the public. It ought, in addition, to 
give expression to Public Opinion, where it is 
right, on all important matters, and correct it 
where it is wrong. It aught to support the 
Law, where it is violated, and endeavor to 
arouse that spirit which is necessary toa due 
enforcement of the Law. And it ought always 
to persist in devoting most attention to that, 
which, from peculiar circumstances, or its own 
intrinsic nature, demands most attention.— 
This it should do, even at the hazard of being 
charged with having but one idea, or playing 
the part of a lore. 

Our readers will therefore understand the 
reason why we so constantly recur to the case 
of Jerry Phinney. It is the habit of the Press 
to expend one burst of generous indignation 
upon such cases, and then dismiss them. The 
People of Kentucky will undoubtedly act hon- 
orably in this matter, says one. So they may, 
if they sce the People of Ohio taking the thing 
toheart. The case is in the hands of the Law, 
says another. Be it so, but the Law is apt to 
be a dead letter, in cases where it comes in 
conflict with a strong Interest, and finds itself 
unsupported by a stronger Public Sentiment.— 
The Governor will do right, says a third. We 
sha!] not deny this, but there can be no harm 
in letting the Governor sec that the People 
expect him to do right wit! all his might. 

We have had so wearisome an experience of 
the wonderful apathy of the American People 
under the aggressions of Slavery, that we shall 
make no excure for steadily and repeatedly 
calling attention to every individual case of 
such aggression as it may arise. . :

March 30.—The Senate proceeded to classify 
the Senators from Texas, in the usual mode.— 
Mr. Houston drew No. i from the ballot box, 
which assigned him in the class of Senators 
whose terms will expire in 1847. Mr, Rusk 
drew No. 3, and his term will not expire till 
1851. The honors of Mr. Houston are short- 
lived. 

The resolution of Mr, Clayton of Delaware, 
calling upon the President for copies of corres- 
pondence in relation to Oregon, coming up, Mr. 
Webster rose, to advise his friend from Dela- 
ware to forbear pressing the resolution for a 
few days. There could be no doubt there were 
letters from Mr. McLane, but, as the Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations opposed 
the motion, the President undoubtedly felt it 
inconvenient to communicate them at this 
time. 

Mr. Webster proceeded to speak in strong 
terms of the embarrassment to which the Senate 
had been subjected by the policy of the Presi- 
dent; the most important part of his remarks 
we subjoin, as reported by the National Intelli- 
gencer. 


“The Government of the United States has 
never offered any linesouth of forty-nine, (with 
the navigation of the Columbia,) and it never 
will. It behooves all concerned to regard this 
asa settled point. As to the navigation of the 
Columbia, permanently or for a term of years, 
that isall matter for just, reasonable and friend- 
ly negotiation. But the 49th parallel must be 
regarded as the general line of boundary, and 
not to be departed from for any line further 
south. As to all straits, and sounds, and 
islands, in the neighboring sea, all these are 
fair subjects for treaty stipulation. If the gen- 
eral basis be agreed to, all the rest, it may be 
presumed, may be accomplished by the exer- 


cise of a spirit of fairness and amity. 


“And now, Mr. President, if this be so, why 
should this settlement be longer delayed? Why 
should either Government hold back longer 
from doing that which both, I think, can see 
must be done, if they would avoid a rupture?— 
Every hour’s delay is injurious to the interests 
of both countrics. It agitates both, disturbs 
their business, iutcrrupts their intercourse, and 
may, in time, seriously affect their friendly and 
respectful fecling towards each other. 

“Having said this, Mr. President, it would 
be needless for me, even if it were proper, to 
add more. I have expressed ny own opinions 
plainly and without disguise. J] think I see 
clearly whcre this business must end, if it is to 
end without serious collision; and I earnestly 
hope that those in whose hauds power is, on 
both sides, will exercise that power promptly, 
in removing the great evils produced on both 
sides by the pendency of this unfortunate, dis- 
turbing, and dangerous controversy.” 


This isan important declaration, as it must 
be considered, we presume, an expression of 
the sentiments of the Whig Party. As such, 
it will show Great Britain, that whatever may 
bethe strength of the Party claiming to 54° 
40’, there is no party in this country which 
will abandon one jot or tittle of the territory 
south of 49°. It is best this should be. under- 
stood, if the two counties expect ever to arrive 
at an amicable understanding. 

Mr. Allen replied, evidently troubled at this 
declaration of Mr. Webster, which in his opin- 
ion, contemplated concessions dishonorable to 
the country; and he closed his remarks by ob- 
serving that, “If there is a war, the cause of it 
will be found in the Senate of the United 
States; in its hesitating course, in its divided 
counsels, and its unwillingness to sustajp the 
rights of the country, by the force of the coun- 
try.”

culty in procuring the certificate; and we can- 
not see how the minister ean, with a good con- 
science, refuse it. She canshow that the Apos- 
tles do speak of Raheb the harlot asa believer 
justified by faith. Sic can show that they cail 
her a harlot long after her conversion—even 
hundreds of years after she went to Heaven. 
She can show that there is no record of anybody 
telling her she must repent of her harlatory. 
And then she can sum up her plea in the very 
words of Simeon’s rule—*This is sufficient for 
my purpose; for if I can show that this descrip- 
tion of a lady was acknowledged as a believer, 
and no direction given to cease from her former 
ways, the matter is settled so far as Apostolic 
practice is concerned.” Now, even admitting 
that-there was no patent in this case; and 
waiving all other considerations—we simply 
ask, is it honest and manly to use, for the de- 
fense of “our domestic institution,” a rule 
filched from the poor keepers of brothels in 
Germany? It is too bad. It is even worse 
than altering the Psalms, and passing coun- 
terfeit copies of “Keith on the prophecies.” 

‘The ground on which Simeon stakes his cause 
has two points-—-“The Apostle acknowledges 
there were believing (despotes) slavehclders;” and 
—No direction is given them to emancipate their 
slaves.” He is so entirely satisfied with this, 
that he says, “this is sufficient for our purpose 
—the matter is settled so far as apostolic prac- 
tice is concerned.” 

There is but one solitary text in the New 
Testament in which slaveholders are called be- 
lievers, On that he is willing that his defence 
of religious slaveholding shall stand or fall.— 
It is the text (1 ‘Tim. 6: 1, 2) instructing pious 
slaves in reference to thet joyful occasion, 
when the master has engaged to abandon every 
known sin,and to devote himself to holiness in 
all manner of conversation. In reference to 
that occasion we hear believers called slavehold. 
ers (despotes) for the same reason that we morc 
than once hear of that beliering harlot, Rehab. 
From this phrase, in this single instance, Sim- 
con infers that they continued the business of 


tem of slavery, whether of Roman or American 
origin, is mischievous and sinful.’? He is sore- 
ly troubled, as well he might be, with the fact 
that both in common conversation and-the 


change by coupling the terms which will ex- 
press, at once, the previous and subsequent 
chiracters—“the blind see, the deaf hear, the 
lame walk, the lepersare cleansed, the reformed 
drunkard, Rehab the harlot,” &c. &c. But he 
undertakes to get rjd of the difficulty by insist- 
ing that the term reformed implies that the 
drunkard ceased from his drunkenness; and the 
phrase, justified by faith, implies Rehab repent- 
ed of her harlotry; but we are only told that 
(despotes) slavehorders believed; and he insists 
that if we assume that when he became a be- 
liever he ceased to be a slaveholder, we are 
chargeable with begging the question, and that 
it is sufficient to ‘meet it with a simple deni- 
al.” But we do insist that the simple fact of 
their having faith of the right kind, implies 
both reformation and justification—especially 
under the guidance of wise and faithful minis- 
ters like the Apostles, who would warn them 
against every sin and urge them to every duty. 
We do insist that a faith which will not both 
justify the soul, and furnish the evidence and 
facts of it in reformation from any “mischiev- 
ous and sinful system,” is the faith of the hy- 

ocrite. The Apostle James insists that it is 
not better than the faith of devils. And we 
shall risk being charged with a breach of the 
rules of logic, rather than convict ourselves of 
apostacy from a fundamental article in the 
creed of all the Apostolic Churches, and all 
Evangelical Churches down to the present hour. 
But admitting that the faith of those of whom 
the Apostle speaks, does not imply any radical 
change cither of their lives, or their state be- 
fore God, what will it avail, in defence of mod- 
ern slaveholders, unless we can prove that they 
too are hypocrites? F 

How shall we account for it, that the Apos- 
tles never apply the title believing to slave- 
holders except in this solitary instance—never 
address them as believers, never speak pf them 
as such; and notwithstanding that they are 
careful to address christians in every relation 
in life, they have not a word of instruction 
or comfort for the pious slaveholder. Weaw 
count for it by saying that when the slavehold- 
ers, under the direction of the wise and’ faith- 
ful Apostles, turned from all their known sins, 
they ceased to live by robbing their fellog men. 
The Apostles therefore were not or and 
mean enough to cast the sins of a repenting 
brother in his face, and thus open his wounds 
afresh, by still calling him a believing despot.— 
But according to Simeon’s theory, it is unac- 
countable on any conceivable ground, unless 
we suppose that religious slaveholders in the 
days of the Apostles were in such bad odor, 
that they treated them as we in the South treat 
religious slaves, by driving them to the back 
pew, or some dark corner in the gallery, that 
the sight of them might not offend people of 
christian refinement and taste. 
But why must Rehab repent if the slavehold- 
ermay not? Weshall be told that his isa less 
sin. Alas! that Preshyterians were so foolish 
as to castout the doctrine of venzal sins; for it 
will be needed every day, until “the domestic 
institution” 1s oyt of danger! Rehab yjolated 
the seventh commandment, True; and the 
slaveholder violates the eighth; and holds his 
fellow men by brute force, under a system 
which interferes with obedience to al] God’s 
commands. But, we shall be told, that when 
the spies of Joshua visited Jericho, she kept a 
bad house. ‘T'rue; and what is every slavehol- 
der on our continent this day, but one of the 
many keepers of that great brothel in the South, 
numbering its millions of inmates deprived of 
the right of marriage, and compelled to liye in 
astaie of the most filthy concubinage? If any 
one, for the sake of a life of purity attempts to 
escape, the whole chivalry of the neighborhood, 
with their guns and blood hounds, in a few 
hours, will be in hot pursuit. If any female, 
in defence of her chastity, dares to lift her hand 
against a white hgute, the judges of the land, 
after paying her keeper the worth of her body 
and wat in money, will take her out, and hang 
her by the neck till she is dead! If such he 
the condition of the slaves under all the light 
of the nineteenth century, what must it have 
been in the days of the apostles where the dark- 
ness of paganism brooded over the Raman em- 
pire?) When the power of the master was ab- 
solute? When the laws protected the master 
in nobting up his slaves to feed his fish, and in 
putting them to death by crucifixion? 


But Simeon insists that even when a Roman 
slaveholder was inquiring, with a broken heart, 
what he should do, ‘to live a holy live, the apos- 
tles never directed them to emancipate their 
slaves. This is his second point. If it be true, 
the application of his rule, will sufficiently ac- 
count for it. We showed in our last number, 
that the fair application of it, would give the 
church some bad members, Let us see if it 
would not make the apostles bad ministers. We 
all know that Paul, long after his conversion is 
called the chief of sinners, in reference to his 
previous course. But in the history of his bap- 
tism, and the instruction he received on that 
occasion, there is not a word dircgting him to 
cease from blaspheming and holding the clothes 
of. mobs, although there is an expostulation by 
the Saviour in reference to persecution. There-

the interpretation of scripture, to work better 
excepting, perhaps that it hae not quite enough 
of the wisdom of the serpent about it to please. 
When the converts, at their baptism, werein- 
quiring how they should regulate their lives, so 
as to please God, what hindered the apostles 
from telling them to unchain their slaves, and 
that if they did not, they would sin against 
God and men, and encourage their neighbors to 
live in the damning sin of slaveholding? It is 
a historical fact that althongh slaveholding was 
protected by law, the name of a slaveholder 
was so odious to some pagans of refinement, 
that Augustus and Tiberius refused to be eall- 
ed Dominus, the Latin word for Lord or Master, 
becaus? it was the name of a slaveholder, and 
therefore the name of a tyrant. Tell us not 
that the Roman laws protected slavery. They 
required no man to bea slaveholder; and the 
pagan rules were not so tenderly alive to the 
comfort of christians, as to be offended by sec- 
ing then without slaves to wait on them. The 
stubborn fact is, there was nothing in the days 
of the apostles to hinder ministers from telling 
their converts to put away the sin of slavehold- 
ing, With all their other sins, but the want of 
that honesty which, in every age, distinguishes 
the faithful ministers of Jesus Christ, from 
those whom an inspired prophet calls, “camb 
dogs that cannot bark.” 

This 1s not the proper place to meet Simeon’s 
challenge, “to point to the scripture which 
teaches that no slaveholder will inherit the 
kingdom of Heaven”—nor to notice the loving 
words with which he tells us that this will be 
done, “just as soon as tho ¢ fanatical men, who 
manifesta great dislike to the old Bible, shall 
have prepared a new one. Not before.” We 
might caution our readers against rashly sup- 
posing that he is in favor of slavery. He is 
only shewing us, that the Bible is somewhat on 
that side. We present the following proposi- 
tions as a substitute for handing our glove. 

1. ‘lhe baptism of an adult was considered 
by the apostolic churches, and all evangelical 
churches since, as implying an obligation and 
a solemn vow, to forsake every known sin, and 
“every thing, which, though it be not in its 
own nature sinful, may tempt others to sin, or 
mar their spiritual edification.” 

2.—The Apostle Paul asserts, as with the so- 
lemnity of an oath, and asone who expected 
soon to stand Lefore the bar of God, that on all 
vecasions, he had kept back nothing that was 
profitable,—that he had not shunned to declare 
ail the counsel of God—and therefore he was 
pure from the blood of all men.”—Acts 20, 

3.—Thesame Apostle in his address to the 
Church of Corinth, gives a long list of sins, and 
declares that the men who will not repent and 
forsake any of these sins cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God; and the sins which constitute the 
crime of the slauveholder, viz: coveting, or ez- 
torling or taking by violence, and stealing, oc- 
cupy a conspicuous place in this list; and he 
asserts it as a fact well known to all, that in 
that Church were.those who had been guilty of 
all these sins, but through repentance and faith 
in the Redeemer they had been pardoned and 
cleansed. “Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. Be not 
deceived, neither fornicators, &c.—nor cove- 
tons, nor thieves, nor extortioners, shall inherit 
the kingdom of God. And such were some ot 
you, but ye are washed, but ye are sanctified, 
&c.” Let po one come forward with the cor 
temptible quibble, that although all the ele- 
ments of the slaveholder’s crime are distinctly 
enumerated, yet his title is omitted. Simeon 
will not ask to intreduce another rule, which, 
in addition to blasphemers and keepers of broth- 
els, will crowd the Charch of God with gladia- 
tors, and stage play rs, and the keepers of cock- 
pits, and race turfs,and gaming tables, and eard 
players, and every other black leg, whose 
appropriate title in modern times, is wanting 
in the writings of the Apostles. Titles in such 
texts are omitted, not only because time may 
change their meaning, but because all who are 
guilty of those sins, ureintended. We present 
these pr positions without having prepared a 
new Bible; and our only fear is, that perhaps 
they may put some people out of humor with 
the old one. 

Let us now examine more minutely, 1 Tim. 
b—I, 2. To correct that Juduizing notion that 
itisasin to bein subjection to a Pagan, he 
first gives some instruction to servants under 
the yoke. As the term doulci generally means 
voluntary servants, he adds under the yoke, to 
show that he was addressing slaves. He calls 
their masters despoles, without inserting unbe- 
lieving, because any one who knows who sold 
the Savior, knows who they are who hold the 
members of his body in chains, under laws 
which make them nomen, dead men, beasts. 

By the conjunction de, and (more properly 
but) he introduces servants of a different kind- 
in consequence of a work of grace having radi- 
cally changed their masters (despotes.) It must 
have been a joyful day when they heard their 
oppressors crying to God for mercy, and crying 
to wise and faithful ministers to tell them wh t 
practices they must forsake in order to be holy 
men, and taking their place in a Church which 
would not suffer them to wrong a brother to 
the amount of accent. But there was danger 
of the servants acting imprudently. Smarting 
under past injuries, they might be disposed to 
throw down their tools and refuse to work for 
them onany terms. The Apostle admits that 
they had power to do so, for their masters were 
now only brethren. A freeman hasa right to 
work where, and for whom he pleases. But he 
advises them not to do so, It might evince an 
unforgiving spirit. Being poor, they must work 
somewhere; and it might embarrass their re- 
penting masters to leave them. He, therefore, 
advises them to rather do them service. He does 
not command it, but advises them to do it rather. 
And he uses two arguments to persuade them: 
1. They were formerly tyrants, but now, by 
the grace of God, they were faithful and beloved. 
2. Formerly they took all the benefit of their 
labor, but now they would only take a part, par- 
lakers of the benefit, energesias paralambanomenoi. 
It is mortifying to sec sucha criticism as that; 
the Greek phrase means partakirs of the benefit 
of gospel grace. Energesia is. never used by 
any inspired writer to express the grace of the 
gospel—never. Paralambano, or its derivative 
in this place, is never used to express the fel- 
lowship of believers in the grace of the gospel— 
never, never. The man who would, under- 
standingly, use this word to express his views 
on that subject, is just as heterodox in his the- 
ology asin his criticism. It never can express 
any other fellowship in such connexion than 
that of the exploded heresy, that God’s salva- 
tion is divided into a certain number of shares, 
and no more than one sinner for every share 
can be saved, The doctrine which the apos- 
tles are careful to hold up is, that every believ- 
er takes up a whole Christ, a whole atonement, 
a whole salvation; the same portion is common 
to all God’s children. There are some three 
or four Greek words, (koinoo, miteko, mitalam- 
bano, &c,) one or the other of which they always 
use to express the fellowship of believers in 
Christ and his blessings, but never paralambano 
or its derivative. We cannot select a happier 
illustration of the phrase translat: d, partakers 
of the benefit, than that which William Dickey 
employed in his speech before the Synod of 
Hamilton, when h supposed a heap of corn or 
potatoes, or any product of the field, divided 
into two shares, Atone end is that which is 
justly due the owner of the soil; the other the 
share of the man who tilled it. They take op- 
posite ertds, each taking his own and leaving 
the other share, and thus they are paytakers of 
the benefit. Dr, Junkin only shewed his igno- 
rance by Jaughing at it; or rather he shewed his 
good sense in not attempting to meet it, with 
any other argument.

Tirrel Acquitted,

Clermont Academy. 

Mr. Epitor, Dear Sir:—It may not be gener- 
ally known inour city,that we havean intcrest- 
ing Institution of learning, in Clermont county 
in this State, about 22 miles above this city, 
located in a pleasant and healthy region of 
country, on the banks of the Ohio River, two 
milesabove the village of New Richmond; and 
conducted by Mr. J. K. Parker and Lady. It 
will be interesting to the friends of learning to 
know, that through the indefatigable zeal of 
the Principal, this Institution has been grad- 
ually rising in interest from its commencement 
in 1839, (by the Rev. D. Parker,) increasing 
annually in the number of pupils, and bids fair 
to be extensively useful.

The exhibition occurs in the Spring and 
Fall of each year, and attracts a number of vis- 
itors, so that although the School Room is large, 
it is not large enough for such occasions, and 
is to be enlarged thisSummer. Well would it 
be for our State, if a similar Academy were 
found in every County; I could but wish that 
more of our citizens had been present; the trip 
by steamboat is a short one, and the exercises 
would amply repay every lover of learning for 
his time and trouble.

Who is Responsibte?—ia Temperauce 
Story. 
“Who did sin, this man or his parcats?” 

Frederick Somers is a son of an eminent 
lawyer in one of our Eastern citics. Six years 
ago he graduated at Yale College, with the 
highest honors of his class. He possessed a 
fine mind which it had been the business of his 
life to store with knowledge, a generous dispo- 
sition, 2 handseme person and amiable man- 
ners. ‘These desirable qnalitics combined to 
render him the pride and hope of his family, 
and the favorite of the brilliant circle in which 
he moved. So fair were his prospects of hon- 
orable distinction that the most prudent pre- 
dicted for him some high destiny. 

But unfortunately for Frederick amid the 
paraphanalia of wealth with which he was sur- 
rounded, the wine cup Was in frequent use.— 
Most of the young men with whom he associa- 
ted regarded the Pledge to abstain from its 
use equivalent to an acknowledgment of inca- 
pacity for self-government, while many who 
were older but not wiser, decmed a conscienti- 
ous refusal to enjoy a beverage which (they 
said) God had provided an impeachment of His 
wisdom and goodness. Frederick’s father had 
formed his habits of temperance and frugality 
for life, long before he could afford the luxury 
of wine at dinner, and when dame fortune 
placed him in circumstances very different 
from those in which he was educated, he 
placed wine upon his side-board as he changed 
the furniture in his parlor for his family and 
friends; he could indeed drink a glass ot wine 
with a friend, but for. him it had no peculiar 
charm. And good man, he never sinned be- 
yond his temptations. But alas! while be was 
sitting with folded hands, and closed eyes, with- 
in the impregnable fortress of established habits 
his idolized son was all unconsciously tamper- 
ing with a foc who facinates but to destroy, and 
whose victories no man can number. 

One pleasant evening in January, 1846, as I 
was walking out one of our principal strects, I 
came near a place, | am ignorant of its name, 
though it doubtless has onc, as it and very many 
like it are legalized establishments. 1t was not 
a handsomely finished cotiee house, nor a “Cin 
Palace” where gentlemen drink wine. But a 
place where they sell a very little of a great 
many things, and a very great quantity of 
cheap intoxicating drinks, An establishment 
for the poor, where th> day-laborer can ex- 
change his wages for the draught that brings 
deeper poverty, and a troubled conscience.— 
Here the poorest tenant of a garret on cellar 
ean drink up his self-respect, and the good will 
of his neighbors, and go away leaving only his 
half dime and all hope of 2 brighter day; even 
the sly drunken eook who mzy chance for the 
time being to be employed by some decent 
family, can step in here just after twilight, fill 
her pocket flask, return unobserved, and get up 
the next morning to burn up the breakiast, up- 
set the coffee, and get dismissed, all for three 
cents. And sometimes, I am told, the portly 
proprietors of such places theniselves, so fully 
imbibe the spirit of their calling that they sink 
in the pit which their own hands have digged. 

I should have passed over to the other side, 
before coming to this place, had not the melt- 
ing snow rendered the crossing impracticable. 
Not that I was afraid of personal injury from 
the bad spirits within; but the neglected chil- 
dren that are to be seen thereabouts are not 
pleasant sights, and the education they are re- 
ceiving, whether regarded in the light of our 
free institutions, or of their own immortality, 
is not a pleasant subject for contemplation. !n- 
deed the place abounds in unpleasant associa- 
tions, even the empty cask beside the door 
causes visions of crazy tenements, haggard 
mothers, and squalid children, to flit before the 
mind’s eye. 

Just as I came in full view, a tall figure emerg- 
ed from the door, whose grotesque appearance, 

but for its associations, would have excited my 
mirthfulness to the exclusion of all sad 
thoughts. But somehow, ! can never laugh at 
a drunkard; my mind instantly reverts to a 


time when he was a happy boy, amid a group of 


sisters, or an innocent prattler at his mother’s 
knee. While she, taking counsel of her afiec- 
tion, looked forward to « eareer all unlike the 
one he has pursued, and I read asad comment 
on human hopes and frailties. 

The figure I was going to describe was en- 
veloped in an ample cloak, and surmounted by 
a cap, both of which had served their owner so 
faithfully, that scarce a vestige of their onigi- 
nality remained. 
handsome boot, while the craziest, heaviest 
thing possible to be called shoc, encumbered the 
other.

The spacious hall has a large fountain im, 
midst, a painted gallery running round it} 
many ropes stretched from one gallery to 
another, ornamented with profuse draperies of 
towels and blue cloths, for the use of the fre- 
quenters of the place.
